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A SUGGESTION ABOUT DAIRIES. 


E d i t o r H e r a l d : In your issu e o f 
the 23d ult. was published an able ar­ 
ticle entitled “ Los Angeles County— 
its Resources, etc.” 
W hile fully coin­ 
ciding with the writer as regards said 
resources, Í wish to call attention to 
what 1 believe is destined to become, 
sooner or later, one of the leading in­ 
terests of Southern California. I refer 
to dairying, or the establishment of 
factories for the 
M a n nine t n r e o f B u t t e r m i l C h e e s e , 
More particularly cheese. 
Here we 
possess unusual facilities for the estab­ 
lishment of a series of factories that 
will not only supply our home con­ 
sumption of this article, but it may 
become one of our leading articles of 
export. A t.this season of the year 
farmers find no difficulty in disposing 
of most of the products of the farm, 
but in the spring and summer it is 
different, and it is with the utmost 
difficulty that they arc able to dispose 
of their little dairy products. Many 
are compelled to take it out in trade 
at the various stores. 
Let us glance 
at the results. A. and B. are mer­ 
chants doing business, say in Los An­ 
geles city (for that is the point from 
which business radiates in thiscounty); 
(’. and I), are farmers, who trade with 
A. and B. because by so doing they 
can dispose of their dairy products. 
The obliging merchants take their 
butter at tlie lowest possible m arket 
rates, say 18 or 20 cents per pound, and 
pay for it in goods at the highest pos­ 
sible price, thereby satisfying an old 
maxim, “ Make ¿11 you can, etc.;” 
then in turn selling the butter at a 
price that would m ake them a hand­ 
some profit, without the profit on the 
goods which paid for it. 
. 
Thus the producer loses at least one 
profit. Or if he furnished it direct to 
the consumer, he would be enabled to 
hold both, while the m erchant now 
makes a double profit on the goods 
sold. This “pen picture” is not over­ 
drawn. 
I have known of a great 
many sim ilar instances during the 
past year. 
Again, the climate in 
many parts of Southern California is 
too warm for the successful manufac­ 
ture of butter, and our little m arket is 
overstocked witli an inferior article. 
The difficulties of 
F o rw a rd in g it to Shu F ran cisco , 
or some more active m arket than our 
own, are too great to be easily over­ 
come; or if they were not, the extra 
charges for transportation, added to 
wharfage, drayage and commission, 
would leave nothing for the producer. 
Dairying in this State has long been 
attended with great pecuniary success. 
Our large “grants” and the low price 
of land lias enabled many of our dairy­ 
men to amass wealth. 
But as our 
agricultural interests are developed, 
the price of land increase; and our 
railroad connections with the East 
enables competitors there to fill our 
markets with their products, thus re­ 
ducing the prices to scarcely remuner­ 
ative figures. Thus our old system of 
dairying is rapidly passing into decay, 
and that, too, before it has reached 
(to any extent) the southern part of 
our Htate; and we must build again 
upon its ruins a system that is not a 
theory, but a successful practice. 
It now remains for the people of Los 
Angeles County to take the initiative 
in the matter, and develope a resource 
that may easily assume no diminutive 
proportions. 
In order to present this subject more 
directly before the people, it would 
perhaps lie well to enter into details as 
to the plan by which this work is to 
be accomplished. 
F a c to ry , o r A ssociated D a iry System 
First began to attract attention about 
the year 1864. 
Although a few facto­ 
ries were in operation in the State of 
New York as early as 18-30, the num­ 
ber of cheese factories in that State at 
the commencement of the season of 
I860 was 500. In the year 1851 there 
was erected 1; in 1859, 4; in 1860, 17; 
in 1866, 120; being the m aximum for 
any one year, for any State. The sys­ 
tem has been carried over a considera­ 
ble portion of the United States, and 
the Canadas.. It is largely adopted in 
Ohio. It has obtained a foothold in 
Wisconsin, Iowa, Illinois, Kansas and 
other States. It is known abroad as 
the American System of Dairying, 
and its peculiarities are so well adapt­ 
ed to the genius of the people as to 
give it a distinctive character of na­ 
tionality. 
The disadvantages of private dairy­ 
ing are so numerous, that I will try to 
state only a few of the most promi­ 
nent points. One of the 


Inconveniences o f the present system 
that is widely felt among dairymen) 
results from the difficulty of obtaining 
reliable, intelligent help, for the man­ 
agement of the dairy. 
It is of course 
desirable to manufacture a first-class 
chees', one that will command the 
hig’ est m arket price; and in order to 
to .o this, all the m anipulations must 
be performed by skilled hands, hands 
that can seldom be obtained for hire, 
or if obtained, commanding compara­ 
tively high wages. A point of great 
importance in cheese making, is nigh 
skill and perfection in manufacture. 
I will not attem pt to explain why 
this perfection is not obtained by all. 
The fact is only too patent that flrst- 
cluss cheese is made by a very tew, 
rather than by the majority of dairy­ 
men. 
Even among those noted for 
high skill in manufacture, the opera­ 
tions are sometimes hurried and neg­ 
lected. It must be so necessarily, for 
it will not pay to keep extra help to 
take the place of thoee who are dis­ 
abled through sickness, accident, or 
occasional periods of farm labor re­ 
quiring immediate attention. 
All 
have their tendency to hurry manipu­ 
lations and to produce an inferior 
cheese th at must be sold at a corres­ 
ponding price. 


T h e A dvantage* o f th e F acto ry S y stem 
Consist of superior quality, unifor­ 
mity, higher prices, saving, by buying 
wholesale such articles as salt, band­ 
ages, annatto boxes, etc. Another ad­ 
vantage of this system is the relief of 
dairy farmers from the care 
and 
trouble necessary to cure and fit the 
cheese for market, ft would be diffi­ 
cult to estimate this in dollars and 
cents, since health enters more largely 
Into the account than is generally 
supposed, since the same process has 
to be gone through with, whether the 
quantity of milk be great or small; 
and since it takes nearly the same 
time for each family, when divided 
among families, that it would in the 
factory, it will lie seen that the labor 
that is divided among many, m ight be 
performed by few upon the factory 
system. 
Dairy farmers should take 
all these facts into account and weigh 
them carefully before forming an esti­ 
m ate of the two systems. 
I am satisfied that there are at least 
three points in Los Angeles county 
where the establishment of a 
F acto ry D a iry in g W ould be a S uccess, 
viz., El Monte, Los Nietos and Comp­ 
ton. 
Factories are usually established 
in neighborhoods of forty or more 
families. Generally some person pro­ 
poses to put up the buildings on his 
own account, and to manufacture and 
take care of the cheese at a fixed price 
per pound, demanding a contract on 
the part of the farmers to furnish the 
m ilk of a requisite number of cows, 
for a certain number of years. The 
m ilk of about four hundred cows is the 
smallest quantity that can be used by 
the manufacturer (when cheese m ak­ 
ing is his sole business) to obtain a 
fair living compensation for his ser­ 
vices, wliile.the milk of one thousand 
cows can be manufactured at but little 
extra expense. 
At the three points I have men­ 
tioned I believe the requisite number 
of cows to make the system a success 
could be easily obtained, and farmers 
could make $400 or $500 per year more 
w ith comparatively little extra ex­ 
pense. W here the families are located 
close together, usually some one of the 
number delivers the milk to the facto­ 
ry; in other cases the price per year 
may be stated at $1 per cow. In order 
to gather some insight of the extent 
of this export trade in the United 
States,I will state that the exports and 
sales to foreign countries during the 
past year exceeded sixty millions of 
pounds. 
Professor X. A. W illard, in his An­ 
nual Report to the New York State 
Agricultural Society, says: “It is be­ 
lieved there is a wide range of markets 
yet unopened for the disposal of Amer­ 
ican cheese, needing only a little en­ 
terprise on the part of dealers for its 
introduction; and when once intro­ 
duced, it will increase steadily until a 
heavy foreign demand is reached.” 
Great Britain alone can now take 
more than our surplus. And since the 
qualities of adaptation of styles to her 
needs meets, year by year, greater 
favor, the tim e can not be far distant 
when America will be regarded, if she 
be not already, as the great cheese pro­ 
ducing country of the world.

W hat Los Anseles Needs. 
There is nothing in which our citizens 
have greater reasons to have faith ihan 
in the salubrity and heathfulness of 
our climate. Any tangible business 
scheme, the success of which is predi­ 
cated upon that fact, ought to com­ 
mand their confidence. That our cli­ 
mate is unequaled as a sanitarium for 
invalids is unquestioned. That its 
fame as such is far-extended is daily 
evidenced by the numbers of invalids 
and valetudinarians who are coming 
into our midst. There is no use in 
trying to disguise the fact that we are 
illy prepared for this great influx of 
strangers. Already our leading hotels, 
—the Clarendon, Pico, Lafayette and 
United States—are well supplied with 
guests, there is scarcely a vacant 
room to be had in town, and the trav­ 
eling season has hardly opened yet. 
What we want, therefore, and want 
immediately, is a new and capacious 
hotel, such an one as the wants of the 
traveling public require, and as our 
growing importance as a railroad cen­ 
tre, and our position as the metropoli­ 
tan city of Southern California, war- 
enough to accommodate two hundred 
rants us in building. It should be large 
and fifty at least. Under the manage­ 
ment of such popular hosts as 
they of the Clarendon, it would 
be filled with tourists the year 
around. Not merely during the win­ 
ter, for our summer attractions,—our 
invariably cool nights and pleasant 
days, and our seaside resorts—are far 
superior to the burning heat of day 
and the sweltering nights at the east. 
With a reasonable degree of merit 
in any given locality, a great and well 
appointed hotel will build up and 
populate a town. Without the Horton 
House San Diego would hardly have 
attained to one-third its present dig­ 
nity and population as a city. The 
construction of the mammoth “Ocean 
House” at Newport, was a masterly 
stroke of policy on the part of the own­ 
ers of a large quantity of unmarket­ 
able water front, and to-day the own­ 
er is a millionaire. Our merchants 
and trades-people are interested in 
this matter and should canvass it 
among themselves with a view to its 
accomplishment by some means, pos­ 
sibly by a joint stock company. All de­ 
partments of business would be bet­ 
tered by such an enterprise. We in­ 
vite the considerate attention of cap­ 
italists to the subject, and hope they 
will look upon it as we do, with favor, 
ifnd take the matter in hand at once. 


T h e San Diego papers have long 
gloried in the fact that there was no 
newspapers in Los Angeles worthy of 
the place. Now, the H e r a l d is es­ 
tablished and meeting with success, 
their envy and wrath know no limits. 
Because the H e r a l d made a bargain, 
as any firm has right, todo certain work 
and only receives a just compensation 
in subscriptions, they attack the 
Chamber of Commerce in a miserable 
fling. Were it not that it seemed like 
kicking a man when he is down, we 
should have something to say. But 
San Diego and its papers have enough 
to worry them in the failure of the 
Construction Company of the Texas 
Pacific. They have the pity of Los 
Angeles. 
Both of the city papers have had 
considerable to say in regard to the 
pamphlet of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce, recently printed at this office. 
If any one wishes to make a compari­ 
son, it can be seen at this office side 
by side with a pamphlet recently pub­ 
lished by the Express, with which we 
would ask all to compare it. This is 
the irrigation pamphlet, by Governor 
Downey. The work of the H e r a l d 
is a masterpiece when compared with 
it. The Express' pamphlet, in fact, 
looks as though it was really printed 
as it is dated—in 1373, and is a coun- 
tryfled piece of typography. Our 
morning cotemporary has not the 
facilities for doing pamphlet work, 
consequently no comparison can be 
made. As to the organ of the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce, the H e r a l d has no 
objection tp being called the organ of 
any body which represents the best 
and entire interests of Los Angeles 
and Southern California. 
The Board of Education of the city 
of Oakland has decided to organize a 
night school, if sufficient members can 
be found to justify the expense. The 
experiment has been tried on severel 
previous occasioos, but with unsatis­ 
factory results. 
The paper manufacturing company 
of this city, says the Stockton Inde­ 
pendent, expect to erect their new 
mill on the west side of Mormon 
Slough next year. They are laying in 
a great amount of stock. They have 
built three barns, adjoining each 
other, which combined occupy a space 
of ground 100x125 feet. They are com­ 
pletely filled with the best of straw, 
Baled and ready for use next season.

CHICAGO. 
C h ic a g o , Nov. 6.-The Times Wash­ 
ington special has the following iu 
regard to the troubles threatened the 
Texas Construction Company. The 
Company found it necessary to issue 
paper in anticipation of negotiating 
in London of $20,000,000 bonds of the 
Texas Pacific bonds, which negotia­ 
tion they regarded as good as comple­ 
ted, Thomas A. $eott having con­ 
ducted it to a successful issue. So 
nearly completed was it the contract 
in London was drawn and agreed to 
for $10,000,000, and the option of $10,­ 
000,000 more, and the signatures were 
only wanted. Before, however, they 
were affixed, news of the failure of 
Jay Cooke & Co., and of our panic, 
reached London, and the whole nego­ 
tiation was upset. This paper of the 
Construction Company bore the indi­ 
vidual endorsement of wealthy mem­ 
bers of the Company, like Thomas A. 
Scott, J. Edgar Thompson, Mathew 
Baird, Samuel Felton, and others who 
each endorsed a certain amount of 
paper which J. Edgar Thompson's 
appeared was paid, but that bearing 
Thomas A. Scott's name was not. 
The Construction Company had a cap­ 
ital of $10,00ft,000, of which so,000,000 
had been subscribed for, and on which 
latter $0,000,000 cash had been paid. 
The company have expended $1,000,­ 
000 in building 440 miles of the road, 
of which 300 are entirely completed. 
Not a single bond has been marketed, 
the policy of Mr. Scott being not to 
begin the sale of bonds until $10,000,­ 
000 actual money had been laid out in 
work. Had the London negotiations 
been carried there would have been no 
trouble; as it is all losses fall on 
wealthy people, who were either in­ 
terested in building the road or having 
bought the paper of the Construction 
Company. 
An effort has been made to damage 
the credit of the Pennsylvania Rail­ 
road Company on account of the pro­ 
test of Mr. Scott’s paper. There is no 
connection between the companies. It 
is not known whether the semi-annual 
dividend of the latter will be paid, but 
those who ought to know say that it 
will, and that the company has the 
whole month of Novcmoer to decide 
the matter without departing from its 
previous custom.

WASHINGTON. 


W a s h in g t o n , N ov. G.— Surveyor- 
General Hardenburgh, of California, 
has sent to the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office a reply to the 
charges against him, in which he 
makes a vigorous defense again>t the 
charge regarding the fees, by saying 
that he followed the practice of his 
office, which has been directly counte­ 
nanced by the deputy; and it is shown 
by his own correspondence with his 
predecessors that the only difterence 
is that he charged less. 
As to inaccurate or fraudulent ser­ 
vice in the field, he says lie was una­ 
voidably deceived by his subordinates. 
In replying to the charge that lie rent­ 
ed a part of his office, lie asserts that 
the renting was done by his predeces­ 
sor, Sherman Day; tlmt the amount 
collected by him, Hardenburgh, was 
entirely accounted for to the Govern­ 
ment, as is shown by the files of the 
department here.

Sad Accident. 
A little child aged three years, 
named Lizzie Jordan, the youngest 
daughter of Mrs. A. Y. Jordan, was 
drowned yesterday under most pain­ 
ful cii'cumstances. Mrs. Jordan is a 
widow, living on the Mission road 
about half a mile from the five mile 
house. Klie has two little children 
both girls, and her mother, an 
aged lady, also lives with her. It ap­ 
pears that the eldest child was tending 
some lambs the other side of a stream 
which runs by the house, and her lit­ 
tle sister went out to join her, carrying 
i her doll. The stream is very deep at 
this point, on account of a hydraulic 
ram being erected close by, and is 
crossed bv a bridge. It is supposed 
that the little one intended chlld-like, 
to wash her doll, anti in so doing fell 
into the water. Hhe had been gone 
about ten minutes, when her mother 
missed her, and ran out, only to find 
her child lifeless in the water. Dr. 
Richardson was sent for at once, but 
the little girl was beyond all human 
aid. Mr. Niedecker, w ho is connected 
by marriage with the family, tele­ 
graphed at once to Mr. Jordan of Ana­ 
heim, tho brother-in-law of Mrs. Jor­ 
dan of the Mission. The sud accident 
1ms cast a gloom over the whole fam­ 
ily, and the many friends of Mrs. Jor­ 
dan will sympathise with her in her 
deep distress. 


COUNTY TEACHERS’ INSTITUTE. 
Fourth liny. 
Thirty-four teachers were present. 
The minutes of tlie previous day were 
read, recommended and approved. 
Professor Warren and Miss Casad 
were appointed critics for Thursday. 
The committee appointed to propose 
a plan for raising a prize fund, for tlie 
purpose of offering premiums at com­ 
petitive examinations to be held dur­ 
ing the Institute meetings, report as 
follows: 
M b. P r e s id e n t , L a d ie s a n d G en 
tlk m k n ¡—Your committee to whom 
was referred the subject of competi­ 
tion for prizes in spelling by the pupils 
of the Public Schools of Los Angeles 
County, to be awarded at the next 
Teachers' Institute, have the honor to 
report the following: 
1. Each school shall lie entitled to 
one contestant from each of the sev­ 
eral reading classes in the Third, 
Fourth and Fifth Readers authorized 
by law. 
2. The whole number of pupils un­ 
der the supervision of one teacher 
shall constitute a school. 
3. The teacher of each school whose 
pupils contend for a prize, shall pay 
the «urn of two dollars, to be used as a 
prize fund. 
4. The spelling shall be a written 
exercise, to consist of one hundred 
words for each spelling-class, selected 
from its reader by a committee of 
three chosen by the Institute. 
6. There shall lie three prizes of 
equal value, one to be given to the 
best speller of each class. 
If more than one pupil in each class 
shall spell all the selected wcrds cor­ 
rectly, then the spelling slmll lie con­ 
tinued orally, until but one pupil re­ 
mains. 
Your committee would also beg 
leave to suggest that the public bo in­ 
vited to contribute to a general prize 
fund, to be distributed to the most 
proficient in the various brandies 
taught In the Public Schools. 
On motion the discussion of the 
method proposed was deferred till Fri­ 
day.Mr. DuBois’ essay on the methods 
of teaching language was next deliv­ 
ered. 
Mr. Dubois delivered a discourse on 
the study of language. The groat ob­ 
ject of schools is that the pupil may 
learn how to learn; not to learn sim­ 
ply. As a boy is apprenticed to a 
wagon maker to learn to make wagons 
and not to make wagons, so a boy is 
sent to school to learn how to study. 
A graduate is not a being filled with 
knowledge,—a Socrates of twenty—but 
one who lias just began to know how 
to study. 
The grent difficulty with which a 
teacher meets is superficial reading. A 
pupil reads mechanically, without 
taking into Ids brain the ideas ex­ 
pressed. He reads there are two 
terms in a ratio, but being asked 
knows not whether there are two or 
ten terms in a ratio. 
Language is the only medium of 
thought. If we would know the 
thoughts of our 
neighbors—his 
feelings—we must learn language. 
One word mastered in a day gives 
300 words in a year, and in six years 
1,800, more than is used in ordinary 
conversation. 
Geography and history should be 
taught together. The miiul needs to 
dwell on a thing under consideration 
to make study useful. Therefore the 
pupil should not lie allowed to skip 
about from one study to another, or 
take too many studies*. 
In teaching, pupils should lie taught 
to read, then understand and finally 
remember. Inquiries should be made 
immediately, to find whether what is 
read is understood, and, after a time, to 
see if it is remembered. The pupil 
should be required to give synonyms 
and reproduce the thought. The skele­ 
ton of essays should be given to im­ 
prove descriptive thought, and the 
pupil required to fill them out; for 
children often know that which they 
cannot tell. 
The teacher must not expect too 
much from education. 
The Great 
Trees of Calaveras do not grow in 
gardens. The greatest works are those 
of nature. 
Mr. Furlong thought there were not 
too many studies in the schools. The 
more sciences in the schools the bet­ 
ter. How can a pupil know how to 
learn any particular science unless he 
is first taught its rudiments. Unless 
they are first taught in the schools, 
the sciences will not lie pursued in 
after life. 
Mr. Morgan believed that what was 
done should be done well. He thought 
too many branches were required. To 
attempt to teach all would be unjust 
to the pupils. He would teach pupils 
how to learn, and if their minds are 
well developed they will master tho 
necessary sciences in after life. All 
can not be taught in a country school, 
whatever may be possible iu a high 
school. 
i 
Mr. Henderson thought with Mr. 
Morgan and Mr. DuBois, that main 
attention should lie devoted to the 
three R’s—reading, 'riting and ’rith- 
metic. When the occasion seemed 
propltuous he would give the outside 
sciences. 
Mr. Furlong favored an enlarged 
public school course, and thought that 
all, whether they favored it or not, 
would be obliged to teach it. 
Mr. Saxe thought nature should be 
followed. A child asks questions con­ 
cerning all the branches, and his stu­ 
dies should be in response to his ques­ 
tionings. In the Kindergarten almost 
everything is taught. 
Mr. Tonner could not follow the law 
to the letter in his school. The needs 
of the pupils prevented it. But in the 
course of the little ones lie was very 
successful in ids attempts. 
He 
thought that reading, writing and 
arithmetic should not be the exclusive 
studies. 
A recess then took place. After­ 
wards a representative of the H e r a l d 
proposed that a column, devoted to 
school interests, be filled by the teach­ 
ers of the country. The proposal was 
very cordially accepted. 
Mr. H. A. Baxe was appointed 
Chairman, and Messrs. Waldron, 
Guinn and DuBois members of a com­ 
mittee to furnish matter for the col­ 
umn. The teachers were also request­ 
ed to keep a thermometrical record 
of the temperature in their localities 
and send to the H e r a l d for publica­ 
tion.Mr. Warren, of Compton, gave an 
exercise in percentage. He probably 
showed the best method for teaching 
this intricate part of arithmetic. He 
gave no rules, simply taught princi­ 
ples. By his method all questions in 
percentage ami interest can be solved 
with ease. 
Mr. Warren, without 
doubt, is an excellent teacher. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
Tiie essay of Mr. Cummlng having 
been attacked quite violently and per­ 
sonally by a morning paper, lie was 
requested to furnish a copy of ids es­ 
say to the papers for publication. 
The Committee on Questions an­ 
swered several questions which had 
been asked, and referred the following 
to the convention: 


Question — Should children learn 
their lessons at home? 
Considerable discussion took place, 
both by teachers and parents. 
It 
seemed the prevailing impression that 
tiiis should depend upon the age of the 
student. Young children ought not 
to study at home, while older ones 
should. 
Mr. Waldron, of the Ciénega, gave 
an exercise in grammar. His class 
were young children ten or eleven 
years of age. 
Ho developed good 
lungs, active minds, and good knowl­ 
edge for young pupils. His pupils did 
not seem to possess the ordinary hatred 
of grammar, as an abstract study. 
Their little brains will always retain 
the knowledge given them,'and will 
pursue the study with pleasure. They 
are fortunate in their teacher. The 
class had received lint eighty lessons, 
and average ten years in age. 
After recess Dr. Lucky explained the 
use of Beard’s Presentation Reading 
Course, to interest young children in 
reading. 
Mr. Furlong read an essay on ele­ 
mentary law in the public schools. 
He thought the subject worthy of con­ 
sideration. in Rome law was studied 
in tiie common schools. Cicero tells 
us the study of the twelve codes was 
customary in the schools. Every per­ 
son is amenable to the law, and the 
government under which lie lived. 
How can a man have respect for the 
government and its lawsj unless lie 
knows that upon which they are 
founded? Here, especially, the people 
should understand the elements of law, 
because they are |t lie law makers. 
In the legislature there are few 
legal minds, and the legal work is 
left to a few operators, not always the 
best men. Those who have no oppor­ 
tunity of knowing what the laws are, 
often are sent to the legislature. They 
are outwitted at every point by the 
sharper representatives of monopoly 
and monopolists. Educate the child­ 
ren in the schools in law and when 
they become men and representatives, 
tliev will remedy these things. 
Many of our offic'a'.s cannot put a 
proper interpretation upon the laws 
they are called upon to execute. They 
should be educated in this respect. 
Man’s liberty must be in a narrow 
compass when he knows not its limits. 
The practical value of law is great. 
It is practical in the school room. It 
is not difficult in its rudiments. A 
series of text books should be made; 
and as soon as pupils study history 
and grammar, put them into law. 
Give them an analysis of the eonsti- 
stitution of the United States, and of 
their own State; then the elementary 
principles of law depending upon 
these. Not that all should be law­ 
yers; Out that all should know law. 
Mr. Du Boh asked at wliat age a 
boy should be instructed to draw ids 
fathers’ will. 
Considérale merriment, and some 
desultory talk followed. 
On motion the sentiments avowed 
in the essay were endorsed. 
On motion adjourned.

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THE GOOD OF AGRICULTURE. 
The following is an abstract of 
George B. Taylor’s address at the Pet­ 
aluma Fair: 
H© commenced by stating that from 
the dawn of man’s existance to the 
present, no profession or occupation 
has been so conducive to the physical, 
moral or mental development of man 
as that of agriculture. Die strongest, 
hardiest and noblest specimens of life 
are found In the rural districts. He 
said that the developments made in 
the science of agriculture during the 
last forty years are a matter of pro­ 
found wonder and astonishment, and 
referred with pride to the fact thut 
nine-tenths of all these improvements 
are the projects of the genius of the 
people of the United States. Taylor 
next depicted the primitive days of ag­ 
riculture down to the present date, 
and at the same time made some very 
forcible remarks relative to social Ufe 
then and now. He claimed that one 
man with the appliances now within 
his reach, can do as much farm work 
as twenty men could forty years ago. 
The farmer of California, he said, is 
comparatively a man of leisure. Of 
late years stock-raising has become a 
very important branch of industry 
and profit to the farmers of this dis­ 
trict. They have discovered that it 
costs but little more to raise a horse 
worth from $150 to $500 than is re­ 
quired to raise plugs worth $15 to $20. 
He repeated the trite statement that 
there is no class of men so thoroughly 
independent as the fanner, who, if his 
farm is out of debt, can with impunity 
defy the whole world. Taylor hoped 
that the 10,000 whining, street-walk­ 
ing, rum-sucking, lazy bummers of 
San Francisco could be driven out up­ 
on the uuoccupied lands of this State, 
and there forced to stay and earn an 
honest living or starve. Farming is 
a remunerative business, and if rail­ 
road monopolies and tax gatherers did 
not conspire to cheat them they might 
accumulate considerable wealth. Tay­ 
lor denounced the whole system of 
taxation in the State as a downright 
imposition; in fact, an extortion. He 
believed that more money is collected 
from the people than is necessary for 
the legitimate expenses of the Govern­ 
ment. To prove this assertion he re­ 
ferred to office holders generally re­ 
tiring wealthy after serving the peo­ 
ple for two years. He said if it didn't 
conflict too much with our Republi­ 
can ideas he would like to see the 
different public offices put up at auc­ 
tion and knocked down to the lowest 
responsible bidder. He dwelt at length 
on the political condition of the coun­ 
try and when referring to rotation in 
office he tried to convince his hearers 
that this has been a burning curse and 
a lasting disgrace to the United States.
